Regina struggle fizzles out 



.REGINA (CUP)— Students have 
returned to classes and the 
struggle for a democraticujniver- 
sity has passed Into committees 
following the week-long occupa- 
tion of administrative offices at the 
University of Saskatchewan Re- 
gina campus. 

A committee chosen by stu- 
dents at a general meeting on 
Nov. 22 reported last Wednesday" 
on the results of their negotiations 
with Principal John Archer. They 
told the general meeting of 300 
students that Archer's coopera- 
tion would be useful in stifling 
opposition, . from conservative 
faculty members, to student parity 
on department bodies. "Principal 
Archer is sincere in his feelings 
about student parity," jone com- 
mittee press release stated. "He 
is under pressure from conserva- 
tive factions in the faculty who are 
trying to preserve their own 
power." 

The occupation began oi 
16 In protest over a dei 




the Dean of Arts and Science, Sir 
Edgar Vaughn, to refuse student 
parity on two departments in the 
Faculty. Students occupied 
Vaughn's office to demand that he 
revoke his decision and accépt 
parity. The students also 
occupied the office of the Dean 
of Graduate Studies in response 
to administration provocation. 

The occupation ended on Nov. 
22 when students agreed to 
negotiate with the administration. 
The Principal has said that he can 
not legally back a decision that 
would force student parity on the 
departmental level. 

The students at the meeting last 
Wednesday, defeated a motion 
calling on Archer to support stu- 
dent parity, but passed a motion 
calling for the creation of a throe 
party committee to Investigate the 
problem, and present demands to 
the government. The committee 
would consist of students, faculty, 
and the public.

The students of Political Sci- 
ence 313D sent a letter last week 
to the administration, demanding 
that it justify its actions in barring 
two students from attending their 
class. 

L. Ghobrial, Recorder of Stu- 
dent Affairs in the Faculty of Arts, 
had previously sent a letter to the 
-professor of that class, Pauline 
Vaillancourt, enforcing Principal 
Robert Bell's year-long suspen- 
sion of two students, Ze'ev lonis 
and Robert Wallace, lonis and 
Wallace had bean suspended by 
Bell following their participation In 
an attempted disruption of a right 
wing political theorist, Zbignie< 
Brzezlnski, who spoke at McGill 
earlier this year. 

"Letters declaring. that the two 
should not be allowed to enter 
class, write papers, or take final 
exams were sent to all of their 
teachers," said Vaillancourt. She 
read out the letter that she had 
received to her class. 

In turn, the class decided unani- 
mously to send a letter to Ghob- 
rial. The students insisted that he, 
or another member of the admin- 
istration, come to the class to 
account for his actions regarding 
the suspension. 

They explained that they had 
not been the ones to deny lonis 
and Wallace their rights to enter 
class. An ad-hoc committee of the 
Senate had made the decision. 
Although many class members 



disagree with the political position 
of the two, they feel that Bell's 
stand was unjust. ' 

Political Science 313D deals 
with "political and social move- 
ments and extra-parliamentary 
political action",' according to 
McGill's course guide. To expel 
lonis and Wallace would be a loss 
io the class. For they are involved 
in a student movement here at 
McGill, the McGill Student Move- 
ment, representing ~ a specific 
political view. Since this course is 
directly about movements, the 
class and the professor alike think 
that' it is a valuable asset to have 
lonis and Wallace as class mem- 
bers. 

The decision to defy the orders 
of the administration by an entire 
class, made up of people of differ- 
ing political viewpoints, provides 
an answer to the oft-voiced stu- 
dent question, "What can we do 
to counteract an unjust admin- 
istration?"

Included: a member of the Small 
Businessman's Association, a 
labourer, and a farmer from the 
Wheat Pool. An administratipn 
suggestion that the worker be 
picked by the Saskatchewan 
Government Employees Associa- 
tion was vetoed by the negotiating 
committee. Student fears that the 
Wheat Pool representative would 
be an administration hack were, 
met by the promise that the farmer 
would be a rank-and-file member. 

Although the somewhat more 
radical National Farmers Union 
had backed the students during 
their struggle, they were not cho- 
sen to be on the committee 
because of their unacceptability to 
the administration. The NFU had 
called for a democratic university 
to serve the needs of the people 
of Saskatchewan. 

Members of the steering com- 
mittee say that the struggle will 
be moved out of committees and 
put back in the hands of students 
next semester if necessary.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFS)— Jury 
selection began November 27 in 
San Francisco for the trial of 
Ruchell Magee, a black prisoner 
who attempted to free himself In 
the Marin County Courthouse 
"Slave Rebellion" of August -7, 
1970.- 

The attempt, initiated by 
sixteen-year-old Jonathan Jack- 
son, ended with the deaths of 
Judge Harold Haley, two black 
prisoners and Jackson himself in 
a hail of fire from prison guards. 
Magee is now charged with kid- 
napping and murdering Judge 
Haley. 

The trial will take place in what 
observers have called "America's 
first police-state courtroom," con- 
structed in 1971 for the trial of the 
Soledad Brothers, three black 
prisoners who included Jonathan 
Jackson's late brother, George. 

To be admitted, spectators and 
press representatives must un- 
dergo stringent search and iden- 
tification, procedures, includ- 
ing a humiliating skin search for 
women only. The area is sur- 
rounded by 24 members of the 
police riot squad,, armed with' 4- 
foot-long billy clubs, pistols, and 
automatic weapons. Inside, spec- 
tators are separated from the 
courtroom by bulletproof glass 
and are surveyed by closed- 
circuit TV. 



Magee Is a jailhouse lawyer 
who has fought the courts for over 
two years to gain a chance to pre- 
sent his own defense, a defense 
based on the assertion of the right 
of a slave to rebel. The courts 
have denied him this right, and 
he will be defended by two court- 
appointed attorneys, Robert Car- 
row and_Rommel Bondock. 

Judge Morton Colvln dropped 
two of the four charges against' 
Magee last week at the request 
of prosecutor Albert Harris. (Harris 
recently lost the case against 
Angela Davis, which also 
stemmed • from the August 7 
rebellion. ) The charge of conspi- 
racy was dropped because it had 
been added primarily to get at 
Davis and because It is the har- 
dest for the state to prove. 

The charge of assault by a life- 
term prisoner on a non-prisoner, 
carrying a mandatory death pen- 
alty, was dropped because recent 
decisions by the California and 
U.S. Supreme Courts have left the 
status of the death penalty in 
limbo. Prosecutor Harris does not 
want to give Magee a legal Issue 
to appeal to the Federal courts. 

Harris also announced that the 
state is "unable to locate" a .38 
caliber pistol fired at the escape 
van by prison guards on August 
7. Judge Haley, whom Magee is, 
charged with murdering, was 
killed by a .38 slug.

War Without End, by Michael 
Klare, Alfred A. Knopf, New 
York, 1972, 464 pps. Vintage 
Paperback, $2.95 



In War Without End, Michael 
Klare has illuminated American 
global strategy in all its military and 
political dimensions with a 
devastating thoroughness. In 
doing so, he avoids both the re- 
dundancy of radical litany and 
the aloofness of academia. 

With a veritable ocean of 
documentation, Mr. Klare illus- 
trates the Military- Industrial- 
Academic network that the exig- 
encies of Empire maintenance 
have created. The Immensity of 
data reveals the technical .and' 
academic expertise behind the 
Pentagon's plans. It furnishes a 
frightening lucid' picture of the 
Great American Death- Machine, 
an octopus with its tentacles 
extended in every nook and 
cranny of the globe. 

Klare places that " prominent 
American export — counterinsur- 
gency— in a "world-historical" 
perspective. -He traces the roots 
of the development of counterin- 
surgency planning back to that 
"New Frontier" hero of American 
corporate liberalism, John Ken- 
nedy. As the book sq, adroitly 
reveals, ft was Kennedy and his 
advisors who recognized the 



obsolescence of cold war 
strategies of deterrence and 
"massive retaliation" (nuclear 
weapons). 

Kennedy and McNamara were 
aware that World War III had 
I already begiin in the form of small 
l wars of national liberation, as in 
Vietnam and Cuba. With this in 
mind, the Kennedy administration 
began to renovate military 
strategy, introducing the concepts 
of "limited war", rapid troop 
deployment, mercenary armies, 
psychological warfare, and even 
the electronic battlefield. All of 
these notions are rooted In the 
Kennedy administration. The so- 
called "Nixon Doctrine" is merely 
an elaboration of these tactics. 

Robert McNamara's restructur- 
ing of the Pentagon in the image 
of Ford Motor Company created 
a massive hierarchical complex 
largely under civilian control— the 
"New Look" . of the Kennedy 
administration." The Military- 
Industrial-Academic network that 
is so comprehensively explored 
by Mr. Klare, shows itself to be 
a horrendous Kafkaesque 
machine dedicated to reshaping 
the world, in its own image. 

Defending this "invisible 
empire" entails establishing 
stable-at-any-cost client govern- 
ments throughout the Third 
World, and the training 
equipping of mercenary armies 



and police forces. This Is accom- 
plished through massive foreign 
aid programs, military assistance, 
and academic and technical 
research geared to such ends. 

A portrait of a neo-colonial 
apparatus of repression emerges 
from an examination of "think 
tanks" such as Rand Corporation, 
the Military Assistance Program, 
and the appropriately Orwellian- 
named Office of Public Safety of 
.the AID program. Under these 
programs, anthropologists study 
which group -of South 'Asian 
peoples, is most readily available 
to be purchased as mercenaries, 
and researchers develop jungle- 
. suited technological devices. 
Engineers produce such 
"weapons: 1 as an instant Army 
and a portable Air Force base 
whjch can be moved in huge C-5A 
transport planes to any trouble 
spot in the world In a matter of 
hours. 

In the face of such plans as are 
so skillfully depicted by Mr. Klare, 
the conclusion is inevitable that 
Vietnam, far from being an aber- 
ration of American policy, Is just 
a test, and that the government 
hopes that the wars of the future 
will be more efficient, as the 
wrinkles In American counterin- 
. surgency techniques are ironed 
out.

The Munich incident - of their program to face up to the

The recent Munich operation 
has caused more concern, dis- 
cussion and conflict of opinion 
than any previous incident. There 
are those who strongly defend the 
action to the extent that no end 
can be seen to the positive con- 
sequences of what happened and 
there are those who strongly 
attack it seeing only a barbarous 
attack against civilized human 
society. In our analysis and 
evaluation of this operation we 
believe that it is only possible to 
carefully and scientifically under- 
take such a task by placing the 
action along with all other similar 
actions within the framework of 
the present historical stage In 
which these operations are 
occurring. We also .analyze this 
operation by linking it to the nature 
of the political forces which stand 
behind It. ~ 

This action, along with others 
become the principal overt politi- 
cal and military expression of the 
Palestine resistance movement. 
This, at a time when the resis- 
tance movement Is in retreat and 
in a state of crisis as a result of 
the failure of the existing political 
and class forces and the failure 



new objective conditions and the 
complex tasks that lie ahead as 
a result of this situation. One of 
the principal expressions of the 
failure of these forces and their 
(including the Black September 
group) is their inability to arrive 
at a correct strategy to solve the 
Palestinian-Hebrew question 
from an internationalist revolutio- 
nary perspective that clarifies the 
role and future of the Hebrew pro- . 
letarian classes ' and their 
revolutionary vanguards In such 
a solution. Without such a 
Marxist-Leninist perspective this 
question cannot be solved. The 
. lack of such a strategy and per- 
spective has opened the way for 
racist and national-chauvinist sol- 
utions to come up on a theoretical 
level as well as on a practical 
basis. It was inevitable that such 
a right wing and mistaken strategy 
would reflect itself on all the 
activities of the resistance move- 
ment (and that includes military 
operations). The circumstances 
of liquidation of the resistance 
movement and of continual 
retreat provide the appropriate 
climate for such activities to assert 
themselves in the way that they 
do. . 

There are two strategies and 



very dangerous consequences 
which result from this operation 
(Munich) and others like It: 

• A distortion and covering up of 
the truth concerning the crisis that 
the resistance movement Is going 
through. This is taking place by 
picturing the resistance move- 
ment as if it is in good shape and 
as if it is still capable of positive 
revolutionary interaction with the 
events that are happening around 
it, while in actual fact its leader- 
ship is running headlong into' 
treacherous betrayal and com- 
plicity. Such operations give this 
leadership a false mask that helps 
them to perpetuate themselves 
and continue their betrayal. 

• The promulgation of a spirit of 
^national enmity, chauvinism and 

racial hatred, that puts obstacles 
in front of efforts to give a 
revolutionary strategy to the 
Palestinian question. In addition 
such operations help cover up 
and obscure the class struggle 
that is going on. This is taking 
place Inside both the Hebrew and 
Arab societies andit Is helping to 
keep in power the ruling classes 
which both Israel and imperialism 
depend on. 

As for all the direct consequ- 
ences of this operation, they are 
not on the same level of Impor- 



tance. Israeli aggresslon N on the 
Arab peoples and Imperialism's 
support of it need no further 
excuse to take place. The bank- 
ruptcy of the Arab regimes and 
-their treacherous surrender in 
front of this aggression is so clear 
that there Is no need to analyze 
it further. The opportunistic use 
which these regimes made of the 
operation and their call to "world 
conscience" in an attempt to 
arrive at a quick and easy peace- 
ful solution to the problem of this 
"poor and displaced" people do 
not conceal their true interests 
and objectives from anyone.

A new approach 
to homosexuality 

Sir, 

A worldwide survey Is being 
conducted to determine the extent 
of popular support for a new 
approach to homosexuality, 
Under the proposed change, an 
international agency would be 
established to sponsor impartial 
programs of public education and 
social study on the practice. The 
supporters of the plan include a 
group of social psychologists. As 
a member of the group, and 
ter in the field, I have agi 

Ida you with this ov< 
se as news or reference. 
The programs of the 
agency would be available 
worldwide. Among them: multi- 
language tape cassettes of semi- 
nars for law enforcement and pub- 
lic officials, parents, educators, 
clergy, and businessmen; public 
discussion and lecture programs; 
a consulting service for policy- 
making agencies in the public and 
private sectors; educational 
materials on all aspects of 
homosexuality, made available to 
schools and the general public; 
and a lecture bureau of experts 
on the subject. 

In addition, this writer would 
conduct a syndicated radio prog- 
ram, for the agency, designed to 
answer questions (from listeners, 
separate tact from fiction about 
homosexuality, and explore its 
related human and social prob- 
lems around the world. Suppor- 
ters of the project are conducting 
a preliminary survey of profes- 
sional opinion, on it, in countries 
around the world. 

In the view of all concerned, it 
is time for the adult population of 
the world to face the facts of life 
about homosexuality. Keeping it 
a forbidden subject has served to 
hold much of mankind In a state 
of perpetual ignorance, fear, and 
prejudice on a matter of universal 
human concern. The effects are 
measureably harmful. 

Most people are intimidated by 
the mere mention of homosexual- 
ity. The majority are anxious to 
avoid the subject because the 
social stigma attached to it pro- 
vokes combined feelings of 
shame, immorality and guilt, in 
them, to talk or think about it. 
Persons who , have sexual

virtually impossible. Others with- 
draw into total silence, their rep- 
ressions often breeding mental 
and emotional disorders. While 
functioning as heterosexuals, 
their Inner frustrations are usually 
expressed in various forms of 
punishing behavior, such as com- 
pulsive violence, brutality, 
homosadism, moral zeal, alchol- 
Ism, promiscuity, drug addiction, 
* anny and sexual in- 

Homosexuality owes much of 
its life to a union of human confu- 
sion and, social secrecy. Public 
information on the practice is still 
severely limited and obscure, 
where it is not distorted, mis- 
guided, of forbidden. The main 
centers of learning remain the 
streets and hangouts. The ready 
teachers: pornographers. 

In the same way, society condi- 
tions much -of homosexual 
behavior. Schooled in hearsay, 
the most casual students of the. 
practice— Individuals of all ages 
who have healthy heterosexual 
instincts— are emasculated and 
demoralized by their automati- 
cally assigned roles as detested 
perverts. As a result, many suffer 
breakdowns of the heterosexual 
instinct and, in some cases, sex- 
ual Identity. Unaware of this syn- 
drome, and unable to cope with 
the combined onslaught of its 
devastating effects plus utter 
rejection and ridicule by others, 
they surrender, in trauma, to 
structured roles in the family of 
sexual outcasts. Their behavior 
does not derive from some mys- 
terious abnormality in their make- 
up, as generally believed; it is con- 
ditioned by society. ' " 

Even well-adjusted persons 
mistake their homosexual experi- 
ences as a way of life. Others per 
vert the practice out of cbnfusf 
or compulsion. Bewildered young 
Initiates follow along. Their par- 
ents, in. blind torment, often wish 
them dead or confined. 

This ancient order of approved 
ignorance, sexual crises, and 
quiet chaos dally envelopes coun- 
tless families around the world. It 
•still frightens the rest of mankind. 
If the order falls the human trust, 
it faithfully reflects the social disar- 
ray on the question. Laws and 
morals on homosexuality differ 
among nations. The punitive 
approach serves to reward black- 
mailers, hustlers, and prison rap- 
ists. Leaders of public opinion, 
who speak for human and social 
progress, remain silent on the 
. issue. Policemen in plainclothes 
are assigned to seduce suspects 
in the ultimate name of morality. 
Literature is a pastiche of spe- 
cious reasoning and gross fiction 
on bare fact'. Female prostitutes 
are jailed and their clients freed, 
while male prostitutes are 
excused and their customers 
imprisoned. One scientific theory 
contradicts another. Normally 
responsible individuals advocate 
keeping the social approach to 
homosexuality, essentially, what 
it was In the dark ages. The most 



modern concept of treatment is 
induced vomiting. 

The body of respected citizens 
includes numerous stereosexuals 
—persons who are erotically 
sensitive to members of both 
sexes. (The term 'bisexual' is 
widely misused to Identify mem- 
bers of this group. By definition, 
as you know, 'bisexual' describes 
only those rare cases in which 
both male and female reproduc- 
tive organs are - present. 
Stereosexuals are the many 
humans who can respond on both 
channels of sexuality, relating to- 
their own and their object's Innate 
sexual character. The stereosex- 
ual male, for example, always 
relates himself as a male, to a 
female on a man-to-woman basis, 
and to another male on a man- 
are happily 
parents; yet, 
the relatively few stereosexuals 
and homosexuals who come to 
social attention are banned from 
community life and work pursuits, 
regardless of how productive, 
qualified, or peaceable they may 
be, arid with little or no knowledge 
of their disciplines. 

Underlying the policy of exclu- 
sion is a fear of their promiscuity 
in social group life. Research 
shows, to the contrary, that moral 
opposition to such behavior is 
greater among homosexuals and 
stereosexuals than . among 
heterosexuals. It indicates a basic 
need: to help the facts catch up 
with their fictional counterparts in 
the popular mind. 

The universal nature of these 
conditions commends the estab- 
lishment of an international 
agency to sponsor impartial public 
education and social research on 
homosexuality. Popular reaction 
to such an approach, as expres- 
sed In letters to the address given 
above, will influence the decision 
to go ahead with or abandon the 
project. People everywhere, then, 
will be the final arbiters of this plan 
to serve the common interest.

If one talks to any of them one 
finds that they have a perfectly 
scientific attitude (based on real 
knowledge) about what is going 
:on in China (or so they claim): 
no man In China ever questions 
Chairman Mao or the Party news- 
papers, so they claim, but all their 
energies are directed to fighting 
U.S. imperialism (for to criticize 
shows bourgeoisie ways and ho 
person in China is now bour- 
geoisie). And yet I wonder. 
Psychiatrists cfaim that individu- 
als are In large part the products 
of the families they come from. 
Some Chinese came from bour- 
geoisie families. Is it top much to 
believe, that such ' Chinese 
developed a kind of critical 
attitude common to the bour- 
geoisie and couldn't get rid of 
such a bad habit even when they 
became dedicated Communists 
(like the smoking habit that one 
developed In one's bourgeoisie 
phase of existence might carry 
over Into one's Communist 
phase). I then imagine a 
dedicated Communist of bour- 
geoisie background saying things 
like 'Why did I question when I 
' was told that the NLF wins every 
battle? Why can't l.accept the fact 
that even though I sometimes ' 
make errors that lead to my defeat . 
t the NLF never does?' 'Why do I 
believe that Chairman Mao like 
other men makes errors? Oh what 
is really wrong with me anyway?' 
Perhaps, he would even go to the 
Chinese equivalent of a psychiat- 
rist (one, no doubt, who was up 
with his Mao as ours are up on 
their Freud ) to be treated. Don't .

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Coach Dies embattled

Coach Dave Dies of the McGill 
Hockey Redmen has suddenly 
become embroiled in controversy 
after allegations were made 
against him by fellow coaches in 
the QUAA last week. The charges 
involve conflict of interest with 
implications of unfair tampering 
with other teams. 

The conflict of interest involves 
Dies' position as coll eg o repres on - 
tative with Rro Sports Inc. Pro 
Sports is a group of lawyers who 
represent hockey players in con- 
tract negotiations. Among its 
activities are contacting young pro 
prospects for their business; to 
this end it sends out letters to col- 
lege hockey players urging them, 
if they turn pro, to make use of 
Pro Sports' services. These let- 
ters are signed by Dave Dies. '. 

Rival coaches have suggested 
that Dies ■ could use his position 
to weaken opposing teams by 
enticing their star players Into 



turning professional. This conflict 
also extends to the Redmen. 
Where does Coach Dies' interests 
lie, with his team or with an organi- 
zation which is interested in mak- 
ing money from college hockey 
player's? Though no one has 
doubted Dies' integrity it is an 
embarrassing position to be in. 

However when contacted last 
night Dies denied that there is any 
conflict of Interest. He also 
claimed that reports in the press 
were blown out of proportion. 

The controversy came to a 
head recently with the case of 
Francois Oulmet. Ouimet is a 
defenseman at Sir George Wil- 
liams University and represented 
by Pro Sports. Recently Oulmet 
jumped from Sir George to 
Philadelphia of the WHA. 
Because of his position Dies was 
charged with interference. In reply 
Dies claimed that Ouimet acted 
against his advice and that he Is 




now back with - Sir George 
because of Dies' efforts "on behalf 
of Pro Sport. Still, the damage has ' 
been done. 

The QUAA council has passed 
a motion calling Dies' position a 
conflict of interest. When ques- 
tioned, Athletics Director Harry 
Griffiths implied that the QUAA » 
had given him an ultimatum. He 
reported that the QUAA had 
notified him that they expect him 
to correct the situation or they 
would take the matter Into their 
own hands.. 

Griffiths also mentioned that he 
had discussed the situation with 
Dies but that nothing had been 
decided yet. It seems that Dies 
will be forced to make a décision 
where his true interests lie; with 
McGill or with Pro Sport. However 
Coach Dies said that though he — — 
had made no decision he would
